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CORONATION OP THE KING OF 
SWEDEN. 
(From tkt Timtt, Otfobrr Hi.j 

Taia am moii t. which hat been iwn- 
Ikoned for virions periods, was at length 
ftud upon 1st Sapwoiber the 28th. In 
anticipation ef Ibis event (peat number* 
gathered together in Sloekbolro, and the 
njd-faahinned rimti of thi. very rtriking 
capital wore aa aspect of busy livelines*, 
to which the a*Mro» men ben nf the 
Diet, now fitting, tin contributed. Vor 
several days the weather had been change- 
able ; baavy rain fell during the day and 
night of the i"th, and the gloomy rainy 
' ; of the SBth brought diaanpumt- 
to crowds of ii|»ctant subject*, 
tu the ancient observance of 
Swedish ronnuiotu, the Royal procei- 
(ion from the Palace lo the Cathedra! ua* 
to hare been performed un foot, and tints 
opportunity afforded fur gratifying the 
greater part of the inhabitant* with a 
meat (lately and intereating light. P!m- 
forina were therefore erected, and win- 
dow! let for the owaiiun, but the state of 
the weather precluding thi* part of the 
ceremony, it m officially announced, 
early in the morning, that the procesjfon 
would go in carriage*, arid thai pecuniary 
knees in consequence wunld be reimbursed 
from the Poyal purse. The church, which 
i> a plain, oid Gothic edirice, wu well 
adapted for a ceremony which rrsted more 
on a devotional simplicity and stately air- 
titjuity than on any display uf pomp and 
power. The interna I arrangement was 
the fallowing :— About half way down 
Ihe middle aide, advancing towards the 
attar, were raiaed two throne* againit two 
opposite pillari. the King* on the left as 

a entered, the Queen « on Hi* right, 
exactly •iiui!ar, with gorgeoui eant>- 
pica terminaUng at a considerable height 
in the richly gilt architectural decoration) 
of the pilau*, farther an, nearer the 
alur, and in the centre uf the aisle, was 
an elevation of several steps, on which, 
beneath a tent-like canopy of great weight 
and iplemiour suspended from Ihe roof, 
Mood the curious and ancient silver chair, 
taken from the city of Prague during the 
34 yean* war, and since used in the euro- 
nation or the Swedish king). This chair 
faced the great altar, and before- it )t»ad 
a small temporary allar and the Bible, 
On each tide of the two thrones were ar- 
ranged seats ; on that of the King for the 
young Princes and the chief officers of 
■late, on that of the Queen Tor their ladies 
and the ladies of the Court. Above the 
King's throne, and un each aide of the 
pillar, were suspended temporary galleries 
fur Ihe corps diplomatist ; on the Queen's 
aide the same for the privileged rank) of 
' 1 ladie* ; the whole side, galleries, 
oral, up to the great altar, being 
with purple cloth embroidered 
With the crown. On right and left, on 
sloping benches which reached from half 
way up the wall of the church lo the foot 
of the platform, were arranged the seals for 
Ihe Rtlrh Sliindrr, or four estates uf the 
realm ; the nobles and the clergy on the left , 
the barghen and the peasants on the 
right j the real of Ihe church was fitted 
up for the reception of indiscriminate 
ipettators, for whom ticket* had been 
distributed. By M early as eight o'clock, 
the. entrances, north ami south, which had 
been allotted lo the latter mentioned elm 
of visitors, were besieged, and by nine 
o'clock the body of the church was de 
tilled. Now entered the body uf the 
nobles, the Rika Marshal at their head, 
in the uniform of the Swedish nobility— 
plain blue, with gold epaulettes — inter- 
speraed with numerous uniforms ; then 
followed the clergy, in plain black gowns, 
led by the archbishop and bishop, in rich 
mitres, copes, and mantles, the Swedish 
Church having retained more of the out- 
ward attire of the Roman Church than 
any other reformed establishment; next 
entered the burghers, iu plain official uni- 
form j and, lastly, the heavy-treading 
peanuts, looking, with few exceptions, 
like English labourers in their Sunday 
heat. To these succeeded, in somewhat 
Indiscriminate procession, the Order of the 
8eraphin, the Order of the Sword, the 
Order of the North 8 tar, and Ihe Order of 
Uastarna Vaaa, all in gorgeous, pic- 
turesque, or fantastic dresses. Then the 
•trreawflsr'e of Sweden, a Urge body of 
Ctown officials, intermingled with officers 
of the Orwwn Prince's staff, of Ida late 
Majesty's staff, tbe bearers of the 
banners of the kingdom, of lite 
Banner uf Norway, of the Banner 
of the bword, Heraldt-at- Arms, and other 
officials:, loo numerous to be specified. 

By ten o'clock the gallery of the Indiec 
6 1 led op gradually w n] t graceful figures, 
all in white, the etiquette colour for Ihe 
occasion. Next the corpt diplomatique, 
in every variety of gorgeous costume and 
nnifnrsn. look lltetr places opposite. Koon 
after the youngrst Prince and Princess, 
an inter* cling boy and girl of 13 and 14, 
entered an enclosed seat on the tight of 
lac Queen's throne, and looked as curious 
aasf inpatient as Ihe rest, while masters 
of Ihe ceremonies, nurahala.chamberlaina, 
heralds, and pages, showed signs of the 
greatest excitement, hurrying backwards 
and forwards, all in urgent haste, though 
apparently none knowing what lo do. By 
this time every one was on the tiptoe of 
expectation , ryes were turned aad necks 
were stretched, and the least noise and 
bustle ia the direct iuu whence the proces- 
sion was expected, of which their was 
plenty, sent a movement of impatient ex- 
pectation through the crowd. By eleven 
o'clock, however, symptoms of arrival 
began to increase ; a baud of military 
music entered the church, ihe organ struck 
up the anthem for the occasion, a body of 
h- raids advanced, followed by various 
civil and military officer* , next the great 
officers of ihe frown, bearing the various 
insignia of Royally, in rich ermine and 
velvet robed, supported by gentlemen 
Olivers , and then ihe King, a stalely and 
dignified figure in Pi i nee* coronet and 
robe, supported ou the one hand by ihe

A shori but 
stately pause now ensued, to give time 
for the Queen 'i procession to enter, during 
which His Majesty, observing ihsl the 
youngest Prince and ihr Princess, in igun- 
tance of their prerogative, were also stand- 
ing like the rest of the special or*, rnolinned 
to them to be sealed. 

The Queen * procession now advanced 
in the same order. Her Majesty's officer* 
uf state carrying the robe, the sceptre, ihe 
ball and the crown, preceded the Queen, 
who entered in a Prineen's robe and 
coronet, suppntted on either hand by 
Count de Geer anil Count Luvtenhjclm ; 
the robe supported by Hirer M <•■>!> of 
Honour on each aide, and at the end by 
the First tatfj Of ihe Bedchamber. The 
King ruse from hi* throne a* the Quern 
approached, nnd Her Majesty stuppinq 
before him made a deep obeisance, anil 
then seated herself on the throne opposite. 
The Maids of Honour, after adjusting the 
Queen's robe, retired with sweeping Ham* 
tu seats, uu he i left hand, ind the ladiei of 
the officers of state, their trains snpjKirted 
Ly gctillemrii, passing between Ihe tlirnur* 
with reverential obeisance, seated them- 
wives on her right. Among the latter, 
the Countess Bjnrintjrrna, the Lady of 
the Swedish Ambassador In this Com 
was ennsptcuuns by thr gracefulness ■■( 
her curtesy, 

The King and the Queen now fell ou 
their knees upon a priedieit chair which 
stood before each (hrune, and offered up 
their devotions in silence for some mi nines, 
after which the pritdim chairs u^re re- 
moved. The officers of stale then de- 
posited the insignia upon the alt.ir, and 
took I heir places On opposite tides. The 
scene was now very striking, the two 
Royal personage* on opposite thrones, Ihe 
three graceful yuung princes with their 
eoronetled brow*, the uniforms, cos In tops, 
banners. canopies, al I recalling some stately 
description from Shakespeare, nr gurgeout 
scene by Rctsch. The beauty of the scene 
was also greatly enhanced by the great 
personal attraction oi the royal parly. 
His Majesty i* strikingly handsome, with 
marked features, clear brown complexion, 
dark eye*, and black hair and muustachea, 
a truly French physiognomy. Tlie Queen 
is distinguished by the height and grace or 
her figure, and a countenance of great 
sweetness and dignity. The Crown 
Prince is a tall youth, uf 18 years of age, 
with manhood's mark just lining his upper 
lip; the two others of 17 and 1 a, Lai), 
slender, Lioyiili figures, with blooming 
cheeks, curling hair, and open express 
sions. altogether as handsome lads as any 
rank, or any nation, could display. 

•Service now began from the attar, con- 
ducted by the A rchbishop and two bishops, 
in the usual form of the -Sire dish liturgy, 
and accompanied al interval* with the 
urgan and choir. Then the Bishop of 
Wcsteraa mounted the juilpii. which aloud 
towards the right of ihe King'* throne, 
and gave out, by His Majesty'* special 
choice, the following text " Ub-s.ieij be 
ihe Lord thy Hud, which delighted intbee 
to set thee on his throne, to be King for 
the Lord thy God j because thy God 
loved Israel to establish litem for ever, 
therefore made he thee king over them lo 
do judgment and justice." I [ Chronicles, 
tflh rhapter, Hlh verse. Their Majesties 
observed the inosl devotional attention lo 
the service and sermon, pari of which was 
separately addressed iu exhortation to each 
After ihe sermon, Ihe Litany was read 
from the same pulpit, the choir arcom- 
peuying, the concluding " Amen" of 
which nas the signal for Hie coronal inn 
ceremonial lo begin. 

The King rose, attended by his chief 
officers, and ful In wed by Lhr banners of 
the kingdom i of Sweden and Norway, and 
inuuntiug Ihe raised platform seated him- 
self on the silver Ihrune. His Majesty 
then look ufT his coronet with his own 
hand*, and was also disrobed of his purple 
mantle, remaining for a few sreondi bare- 
headed, in his tight-fitting Spanish dress. 
Then (he A nh his hop aad Preiherr Palm- 
stjerna, bringing the Royal crimmn robe 
from Ihe altar, placed it on His Majesty's 
shoulders, and I he King falling on his 
kneei before the small altar, the Archbi- 
hishnp read a part of the I si chapter of HI. 
John , the choir accompanying. The King 
still kneeling, the Minister of Justice read 
the coronation oath. Hit Majesty repeal- 
ing it in loud and distinct tones, holding 
three fingers upon the Bible. Then open- 
ing hi* vest, Ihe Archbishop anointed him 
on the breast, then on the foirhcad and 
wrists, accompanying the act with the 
form of prayer appointed for the occasion. 
This done, the King ruse and resumed his 
place on the silver throne, when lhr Arch- 
bishop, assisted by the Minister of Justice, 
Frriherr (tyllruhaal, bringing tbe Royal 
crown fruin the altar, placed it, with ap- 
propriate prayer*, on his Majesty's head. 
A* the gorgeous and beautiful antioue 
crown touched the Monarch's sable locks, 
a nickel thoi hissing past Ihe great altar 
w i ndow ,aird a hunt of artillery, and the roar 
of thousands of voices without, followed the 
signal, and for a minute overpowered all 
other sound* and occasioned a *ut|>ension 
in the ceremony, In appointed ordc and 
uith sole in ri exhortations from Ihe Arch- 
bishop, now foilowrd Frriherr I foe with 
the scepire, Baron Ldfvenskjold with the 
b.i 11, Count Bjoru stjerna with the key, 
and Count Piper with the sword. The 
Rika Marshall then gave a signal to Hie 
Riks Heradd, who advancing to the front 
of the platform struck hi* baton to the 
ground and cried with a loud voice, " Now 
is Oscar I. crowned King of Sweden and 
Norway, and of the surrounding provinces, 
he and no other ;" — this tan quaint sen- 
tence beiiir; the ancient tiwedish formula. 
These words were no sooner uttered than 
the trumpet blew a shrill clang, the organ 
pealed, the clwir rung, and * Ufr Komnff 
Grew HtH fVntr," " Live King Oscar 
J.," resuunded through the building. 

Hi* Majesty now rose from the ailver 
throne ; the heavy robe of slate was dis- 
engaged fro in the silver ornaments uu 
which it had rested, and borne in sweep- 
ing folda behind him , and with crown cm 
head and sceptre and ball in hand, the 
King of .Sweden and Norway descended 
the steps, ihe herald* lowered their baloni, 
every form bent before him, and the 
Quetn tow and bowed law as Hi* Ma- 
jesty seated himself on the opposite 
throne. Tbe Archbishop, followed by the 
Bishop*, now advanced before the King, 
repeated a short prayer, and then raising- 
bis venerator, hands with apostolic fei ton. . 



pronounced a sulemn Me**ing on the Mo- 
narch t head. 

The Queen's torn was now come, and 
rising with great dignity , the gave a hand 
!» Counts de Grrr and Lowe njelm, and 
attended by her maids of honour look 
her seal in the ailver chair. The same 
order of ceremony thru took place toward* 
Her Majesty*— coronet and mantle tier* 
laid aside, nnd ihe lloval crimson robe 
placed on her shoulders. Then the grace- 
ful crown of Queen < t it iu brought 

from the altar and placed on lier head, 
amidal the disc lunge uf cannon and accla- 
mation* of thr people a* before. 'I he test 
uf the ceremony, the investiture with the 
sceptre and Ijall, followed aa before, and 
wha! Her Majt-iii i coronation lust in 
pomp it gained iu beauty, lor ihe lovelj 
Maid* of Htrnonr, mtti their slender najats 
and long trains, clustered round the 
Queen like graceful long-w iiiged Ukeltas 
round soror. gorgeous flower : and it must 
be owned in the adjustment of the robe of 
stale, and every olliet office tvhere il 
behoved their fair hand* tu assist, showed 
intinitely greater dexterity and grace limn 
had been eviiueJ by His Majesty'* 
graver aiiemlaiiti. The Herald nuw ad- 
vancing suuck bis baton in challenge to 
the giouud, crying, " Nuw ia Josepliina 
Ma xi in i liana Eugenia crowned Queen of 
Sweden and Norway, die and no uther :" 
on which tbe trumpet and organ a^ain 
pealed, and drowning both in one acclaim, 
a shunt uf gratulaliuii rang through the 
church. The Queen then descended, led 
in the same urder, looking heraelf like 
some graceful antique royiil monumental 
effigy put into movement, and advancing 
lo the foot of (he King's throne, inclined 
her crowned head before him with such a 
sweet and liejiitiful expression uf mingled 
dignity, reverence, and affection, a* pene- 
trated all heart*, till, as her attendant 
noblemen confessed, ihey turned aside 
ihfir Lead* to hide tin- tear in their eyes, 
and found one in lliuse of aft around 1 hem. 

Meanwhile the silver chair was turned 
towards the body of the church, and llie 
K ing again tote and resumed hi* neat in il. 
Then the Hit- Marshal, striking his 
baton, cried aloud. " High Wn Princes 
of the kingdom* u f .Sweden and Norway. 
Crown Prince, and Dukes, aland forth 
am) Like your oaths to the King. 1 ' Up 
rose the lliree graceful Princes, look the 
conmets from their brows, and mouuting 
tbe platform, placed themselves in a line 
before their father Ihen raising their 
right hands, the first two fingers pointed 
upwards, Ihey related the oath of fide- 
lily, firmly and fondly, as if resolved that 
every ear in the church should hear litem. 
This scene waslruly heauliful and lunch- 
ing, and every eye rested with admiration 
and many with emotion on their slender 
figure* aa each approaching tbe King iu 
turn Ihey bowed lowly and kiued Ilia 
hand, while his Majesty kissed them each 
on the cheek with the expression of the 
tenderest affection, and retained each hand 
in liirn that held his in a fervent grasp. 
In the same order they advanced to the 
Quern, who hardly left them time lo kiss 
her hand before she pressed her lip* to 
their cheeks — her eyes running over with 
tears. The Princes then re -seated them - 
srlvrs. 

Again the Riks Marshal lifted hia baton 
and cried out ., '* Good men of the nubi- 
lity, good meu ul the cierg-y g™ M l men of 
ihe burgher*, and good men of the pea- 
sauls, deliver ymtr ualhs to the King ," 
then reading sentence by sentence, it wn* 
repeated in thundering tones tinmlla- 
neously by the four Kstales, adding, vo- 
luntarily, in a tremendous running tire of 
voices. " which we will hold with hunesl 
lieart, SO may [Jnd send us help for life 
and soul." 

The solemnities of the curoniuion now 
teemed concluded ; but a long am! fa- 
tiguing portion slill remained unjier- 
formed, and their Majesties resuming 
Iheir opposite intone* awaited in great 
stale the hut ceieinony. This consisted 
in the gradual defiling of the four Kslatei, 
who, passing down the aisle man by man; 
stopped lietween the throne* and bowed, 
first lo the King and then to the Queen, 
the saltitatiuu being giacioutly relumed 
lo every individual by their Majesties. 
This was a very striking spectacle, and 
the most inle retting feature of it ; the 
body of peasants— honest, aleek, hutd- 
working, but well-fed looking labourers, 
their hair divided in the centre, and 
combed smooth, who made their best bows 
in all iluiplicily lo King and Qncen, and 
not untcldom, wilh native gallantry, lu 
Het Majesty rirsl. They were ihe chief 
oflhem dressed in long Mack cnals, oil 
of them their hats, and must nf them 
their umbrellas in their hands — except 
the Dalecarlinna, those hardy Tyrulrae of 
the north, who differed from (he rest in 
sil", drrnfanotn, and costume, hcinc re- 
markably tall, vigorous men, of lofty 
bearing, dreasrd in the shod jacket, knee- 
breech, and coarse high shoe, whieh dis- 
tinguish their costume. Altogether it 
was amusing lo witness Ihe different 
indications of character which I his simple 
but nervous ceremony eliritrd from all 
rankn ; Ihe cuiifideiirc and the timidity, 
ihe grace and Ihe clumsiness of Ihe various 
bowers . some few so far lust their pre- 
tence of mind a* In hurry post without 
any demonstration of respect, and some 
fewer still, we were torry to remark, in a 
land where the preservation of liberty 
gives too much impunity tu license, pur- 
posely omitted it, Thit was conspicu- 
ously the -a...- with the editor of a notmi- 
ont demagogue ]»per, called the 4flan- 
hlad, who inwlently shuffled hy erect. 
Nevertheless, nu part of the whole pageant 
was more calculated to inspire respect and 
awe. The silence, the suspension of all 
movement except thai of the slow drop- 
ping crowd, enhanced the dignity of the 
scene. There was nu buille, no hesita- 
tion, HO inittake — Ihe picture was perfect. 
Their Majesties sal with riuwn on head, 
and I'a I J and sceptre in hand— iheir Cuurt 
alanding round them, their people passing 
before them— the stately im personal font 
of King and Queen. 

Tbt* ceremony lasted above an hour, 
while about 800 individual* gussed in 
turn— Hheir Majeatiea, much to their 
honour be it said, receiving the last salu- 
tation as attentively, aad returning il a* 
graciously, at they had done the first. 

Thus ended the coronation of lung 
Oscar 1. and Queen Josephine, a striking 
and dignified pair, majestic in their high 



in their private lives, and 
interesting shove all as the sole legnieiued 
of a revolulioB of which they 



have shared l fie rewaida, without beine; 
stained by the crimes 

Tbe vrealhcr having, meanwhile, cleared 
up, a rich blue cloth was laid over the 
bnaroTug, which had previously been pre- 
paied, and much lo the gratification of the 
public, the two procession! returned to 
the palace on foot — the royal party repair- 
ing immediately lo the apartments of the 
Queen Dowager lo offer their homage, 
and receive her gralulations. 

In (he evening the city wns brilliantly 
illuminated, tbe narrow streets, with Iheir 
lofty houses, reflecting a mutual bbur, 
looking like lung tunnels of light, while 
the beautiful site of (he city was distinctly 
traced in tinea of brilliancy, which rnse 
and fell with the varying heights, and were 
all reflected in long quivering forms in the 
waters of the Mrrlar like. While the 
illumination was at it* height, a litre of 
torches w a a observed to imie from the 
f'. .'■!.■>- and the King nnd the Queen, uilh 
their family and Court, in their carriage nf 
itale, parsed sluwty through the princi[)*| 
streets, attended by an immense cheering 
concourse. His Majesty wore quite a dif- 
ferent face to thai of the murnirig. and u na 
radiant wilh amilei. 

Prom all ne heard and ,n. in Sweden 
we fear the King, however popular with 
thrm now, ti ill have a very difficult pari 
to play Inwards a class whusse participation 
Its the government, already threatens a 
moat unfavourable rciull for the internal 
peace ul the kingdom, and Die moral 
character uf its lusvrr classes. But he 
mount* the throne high in the affection, 
respect, and confidence of the higher and 
lietter educated classes uf his subjects, and 
■ iirrounded by that domestic happiness 
which his own peraonnl wurth has secured 
to him. So God bless King Oscar I., in 
Swedish phrase, " him and nu other, " and 
may it Ik- long lie fore there is another coro- 
nation in Sweden.

Tins benevolent lady ia now al Albany i 
with a view of laying before Ihe Legisla- 
ture the fruits of her lour among the pri- 
sons and asylums of ihe country The 
following interview with her Ly Mrs, 
Child, will interest our fair readers espe- 
cially : — 

Thankful am I for every visible proof 
that faith in the power of love is slowly 
gaining ascendency over habitual reliance 
on the law nf force, Mini Dix's experience 
is full of this blessed encouragement. 
Those who know her as 1 have done, are 
aware that her life has been one of con- 
tinued exertion and self-sacrifice fur the 
good of others. To those who do not 
knuw her, she would, in unaffected hu- 
mility, shrink from having il told. 

Tl ii little more than two yea rs since 
her attention was arretted by the condition 
of prisoners, particularly those who were 
insane. Years of unremitting industry aa 
« teacher, and it legacy from a deceased 
relative, had given her a com]ietence *uS> 
cienl for her simple mode of life. She 
might have rested, after her long-continued 
loif, and carried with her info honoured 
retirement, the conscionaneit of innumera- 
ble acts of kindness bestowed, and dutir* 
faithfully performed. " But t fell," say* 
•he, " that I hail no right to live for my- 
self alone ! that there was much work tu 
lit" dnne in the world, and there must be 
something for me lodu. While I eagerly 
asked of myself, what ia Hy appointed 
mission I 1 waa led into the priaou bouses 
of Ihe land, ami soon saw that my work 
w as there." 

And bravely is she performing her 
heavenly mission ! Travelling alum iu 
cold and storm . expending her income. Iter 
energies, and her hralth j witnessing scenes 
of degradation and tilth exceedingly revolt- 
ing to the fastidious delicacy of ber 
character, and continually brought into 
contact with mental and physical tu free- 
ing agonising to her companionate heart. 

Through her benevolent influence on 
telrct men, county commissioners, and slate 
legislators, extensive and beneficent changes 
have already taken place in Maasachu sells, 
though much remain* (o he done. Nhe 
hat recently teturned from s similar lour 
of duly in Canada, and is now travelling 
through New York. In some respects she 
thinks the pritont in this slate are iu 
Wtter condition than thu.se of Massa- 
chusetts : particularly as the insane are 
rarely found within their walls. Rut the 
taya, if the civilised world afford* a spec- 
tacle more painful than the institutions 
piovided in Albany (or Ihe poor and 
vicious, ahe trusts it will never be her lot 
to witness it, 

[ inquired whether thr amount of good 
accomplished had so far equalled her ex- 
pectations | thr said il had , that her faith 
iu the power of kindness over the in- 
sane and viciou* had been more than con- 
firmed. Among the hundred* nf crasy 
people with whom her sacred mixajon has 
brought her into companionship, the haa 
not found one indii idual, however fierce 
and turbulent, (hat could not be calmed by 
&rip!urc and prayer uttered iu low and 
gentle tones. The )wwer of the religious 
ten titrienl over these shattered souls seem a 
perfectly miraculous. The worship of a 
quiet loving heart affect* them like a voice 
from heat en. Tearing and rending, 
yelling and stamping, singing and groan- 
ing, gradually subside into ailenoe, and 
they fall on their knees or gaze upward* 
with clasped hands, aa if Ihey taw through 
the opening darkness a gulden gleam from 
their Father's throne of love. 

On one occasion this missionary of 
mercy was earnestly cautioned not to 
approach a raving maniac. He yelled 
frightfully, day and nighl, rent hit gar- 
ments, plucked out hia four, and was to 
violent lhat it was supposed he would 
murder any one that came within hia reach- 
Miss Dix sealed herself ala little distance, 
and without appearing to notice him, liegan 
to read with serene countenance and 
gentle voice, certain panagea of .Scripture 
tilled with the spirit of tenderness. Hit 
shouts gradually infolded, until al last he 
became perfectly still. When she paused, 
he said meekly, ' Head me some inure; it 
does me good.' And when after a pro- 
longed season of worship, rbe said, ' 1 must 
go away now,' he eagerly replied, ' No, 
you canuot go , Gud sent you to me, and 
you mutt not go.* By kind words and a 
promise to come again, the finally ob- 
tained penuitsion lo depart. 'Give use 
your hand,' taid he. The wild expression 
of his haggaid countenance softened to 



Narfulneti a* he said, • You treat me right. 
God sent you.' 

On another occasion she had been lend- 
ing some twenty ot thirty man ltd in 
worship, and seeing ihem all as quiet as 
lambs gathered into the shepherd's fold,

In leaving ike room, she passed an insane 
young man, with whom she had had 
several interview*. He stood with hands 
clasped, and a countenance of the deepest 
reverence. VVith „ friendly smile, ahe 
said, ' Henry are you well to-day ¥■ 
' HutlH huth!' replied he. sinking his 
voice in a whisper, and gaiing earnestly 
oiithe space around her, ' Hush ! there are 
angel* wilh you. Tliey have given yon 
their voice." 

KAHTHQCAKK Hi ftm WEST 
INDIES. 

<>•• thr 20lh of August an earthquake 
waa frit in several of the Weal Indian Is- 
lands, including St, Vincent's, Grenada, 
Trinidad, and British (juiana. The Tri- 
nidad paper says I — 

" We would recuid lire occurrence of 
uoe of Hie severest earlhqtiaket which we 
have ever experienced, and, we believe, 
that has been felt in Trinidad since that 
nf ISJj. About 10 minute* pasl ;1 u'clock 
iu the morning, we were roused from our 
sleep by the vic-tent motion '..of the house 
in which we reside, and the loud nnisr of 
the creaking beams. The violence of the 
shuck continued lo increase, and termi- 
nated by a long uaci Nation of so alarming 
a nature as to lead u* to expect the imme- 
diate deit rue lion of the hnuie, as well as 
of the whole town. Had it ended, at hat 
been Hie case in former earthquakes, bv a 
sudden jerk, uuthing, we are lure, roiild 
have prevented thai catastrophe, The 
motion, though very violent, wat of that 
kind to which the buildings subject to it 
would, aiTurdiuglo ihe well-known laws 
of inolion, have accommodated themselves 
without being thrown down ur disrupted. 
This tenewed instance of a metciful 
Providence in arreatiug the awful 
convulsions will, wc imtt, be devoutly 
and gratefully acknowledged by every 
individual iu our community. Our 
deepen anxiety ia now fell on behalf 
nf our neighlioun in the adjacent ialanda 
] — may Heaven have been as merciful to 
j them ' There n ere local causes tufltcient . 
I we apprehend. In have produced (he effect, 
and, jtrrhaps, tu hair made our island the 
foe.ni of the powerful agency. The highly 
electrical state uf ihe atmosphere, the gale, 
the Hoods of rain, ihe sullry weather of 
the preceding afternoon, and thr spring 
tides, may have had their separate and 
combined influence in its production. At 
the lime the ahock occurrrd the eky was 
cloud lets, the full mnou shone in all its 
effulgence, and the air was cool anil plea- 
tunl al 72 degrees. Il waa one of the 
most brilliant of those night* with which 
the tropics are to freely favoured. When 
we looked out, Venus had just risen like 
a blazing meteor, and added greatly to 
the calm grandeur of Ihe scene. There 
wat nothing at the moment lu indicate the 
awful visilatiun that had just been realized. 
At might be expected, the inhabitants of 
Port nf Spain were generally mused, and 
many persons were out making in<tuiries 
after Hie safety of (heir friends ami rela- 
tives. We have not yet heard whether 
anv dainogr bru Item Auiwajiic-u n, any 
buildings in Port of Spain." 

And a British Guiana journal thos 
<peak« uf ihe occurrence ■. — 

" A strong westerly or land wind, trans- 
mitting the most unpleasant srnsalinns 
through the bones of I lie invalid, rajftnilcil 
i: hi i I about sunset. Aller dark a vehe- 



uieut tempest of thunder and lighin 
came on. Bvery other minute the horizon 
was one blaie Of blue lighl, nf intense 
brilliancy, which cast an unearthly aapec! 
over the belated wayfarers in Ihe ttrertj, 
anxiuut to gain Ihe shelter uf [he humblest 
home. Calm* succeeded, separated from 
each oilier by light, variable, and warm 
gurts of wind. After the moon had risen, 
the squalid face of nature indicated a dis- 
tempered conditiun. The luxuriant 
boughs of our intertropical trees drooped 
heavily. Had the brute creation been 
awake, it was just such a season a* 
would have overwhelmed the brute 
creation wilh instinctive dread nf 
some unknown calamity near at hind. 
In different parts of the town some watch 
dogs howled mournfully Thi* is no 
overwrought description. We detail what 
multitudes witnessed, whu were unable to 
enjoy iheir wonted repose during those 
hours nf anticipated horror. About half 
past threr n'tlock in the morning the 
earthquake occurred. 

" A curious effect uhservable was that 
produced on water set aside fur domestic 
■ ■nrs. Vail and tubs, insnnlr ieuily co- 
vered over, lost so much by what was 
spilled from the lop during the vibrations, 
aa to lie neatly emptied of their content*. 

" This earthquake, ,u was to have been 
anticipated, was felt wilh the moat ae- 
verily at the penal settlement, the tile nf 
which i* rocky. The concussion nf the 
buildings themselves and the heavy iron 
fastenings of their doors and gate* created 
a tremendous uproar, high above which, 
however, rose the screams and bellowing! 
of the prison era praying to be released. 
One of (hem, an obdurate ruffian, told tbe 
guard mho opened his cell as day dawned, 
that he had never before known lhat 
there was a God Almighty, While the 
fit of terror lasted, an infant might liave 
led him,' '
